Fargo No. 1 wheat will sell for $2.09,

Mrs. Phoebe Marsh, one ot the first 


white women to nettle in Bismarck, 
yesterday quietly celebrated the 45th 
anniversary of her arnvai in the cap- 
ital city. When she rode into Bis- 
marck on Aug. 30, 1872, the town was 
a rude, collection ol shacks and teats 
housing a few soldiers, track men em- 
ployed on the Northern Pacific grade, 
Indians and halt breeds, traders and 
gamblers. 
Buffalo roamed tho hills 


near the city; killings wore of fre- 
quent occurrence; Bismarck was the 
last frontier—a bridge across the Mis- 
souri was barely dreamed of. She 
has resided in Bismarck continuously i 
almost half a century She is a splen- 
didly preserved woman of unusual in-; 
telligence and vivacity, and she is be- 
ing depended upon to assist Bismarck 
with the celebration ot Its semicen-
